There are many attractive features in 
this full account of a great soldier. The 
author enjoys an enviable acquaintance 
with the native authorities, and he has 
planned and carried out extensive re 
searches concerning one of the most 
fascinating and one of the most repulsive 
men that Russia has produced.

FORESTRY MOVEMENT IN IRELAND. 


C. Forbes, Assistant Commissioner for 
who controls the operations of the 
ssiry Commission in Ireland under the 
of the Department of Agriculture, gave 
partic ulars regarding the progress of afforesta- 
ion work. When the Forestry Commission came 
into operation in November, 1919, the total area 
af land acquired for forestry purposes in Ireland 
by the Department amounted to 14,700 acres, 
of which about 5,700 acres consisted of old wood. 
land or partially cleared land, and the remainder 
vf mountain land, a portion of which was un- 
plantable. During the year 1920 additional! 
areas, approximating to 6,000 
been acquired, of which 5,500 
obtained on along lease, and the remainder 
by purchase. Negotiations were in progress at 
the present time for the purchase or lease of an 
additiona! 21,000 acres. These negotiations had 
been in progress for some time, but had not 
been completed owing fo various difficulties. Of 
the total area acquired, 2,000 acres had been 
s Ena a or replanted since 1908, and it was 
ioped that 450 acres would be planted during 
the present season. A _ provisional planting 
programme had been drawn up for the next 
four years,and during that period it was hoped 
to complete a further 3,000 acres, most of which 
was now bare land, and had never been pre- 
viously under timber. Progress in gig 
grants and proceeds sharing schemes had 
slow, but it was hoped that the details had now 
een stifficiently copsidered to render grants pos- 
sible for approved schemes of planting or re- 
planting. As regards the general position of 
private forgstry in Ireland, the fact had still 
to be recorded that clearings and excessive fell. 
ings pre’ominated over planting operations to g

A summary was issued last night by the 
Ministry of Health of the interim report *by 


Sir Alfred Watson, the Government Actuary, on

The results, though not ve compleyely 
apparent, show that a very considerable sum 
remains in the hands of the societics for dis- 
tribution to members in the form of additional 
benefits, The surplus already disciosed amounts 
to £5,600,000, or 266. per insured member, the 
distribution of which may, according io the 
decision of individual societies, take the form 
of ati mereased monetary grant during illness, 
maintenance of members in hospitals or con- 
valescent homes, dental tr@atment, optica) treat- 
ment, provision of nurses in the home, and other 
essential medical services. 

During the last eight years there have been 
insured population of 
over 15,000,000, sums of £64,000,000 in sickness, 
disablement, and maternity benefits, and 

000,000 on medical and sanatorium treat- 


i ment. 


During the last few days, valuations of over 
5,000 societies and branches, out of a total of 
12,000, have been issued, and in only three per 
cent. of the cases have deficiencies been found. 
The valuations so far issued cover a member- 
ship of two and three-quarter millions. 

Of the £3,600,000 surplus, the valuers, after 
making proper reserves, have released a sum of 
£2,170,000 to be utilised in distributing, during 
the next five vears, further additional benefits 
to members of those eocieties at present in 
surplus. 

Most of the larger societies are still in process 
of valuation, and the results, as regards a 
further twelve million persons, have still to be 
declared. There is mo reason to believe that 
these results will be materially different from 
those already declared, so it may be anticipated 
that a total surplus of between eight and nine 
millions will be available for additional benefits 
for insured persons actually in insurance at 
December 3ist, 1918.

A Reuter’s telegram from Berlin on Thursday 
states:—The German Government's answér to 
the invitation to the London Conference was 
actually given to-day, as is shown in the follow- 
ing semi-official announcement, from which it 
will also be seen that it is practically ín the 
terms already announced. In reply to the Note 
of the British Ambassador of the 8th inst., ad- 
dressed to the German Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, in which the head of the German Go- 
vernment and his expert advisers are invited to 
the Conference to be held in London on March 
1st, and a request is made that the names of 
the German participants shall be given at an 
early date, Dr. Von Simons, Imperial Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, to-day sent a Note, in which 
he says:—“‘ Assuming that the trangactions of 
the Conference will extend to the proposals of 
the German Government yet to be commun- 
cated, the German Government declares itself 
prepared to send to the Conference pleni- 
potentiary delegates and expert advisers, whose 
names will be made known as soon as possible.”

A Paris telegram, dated Wednesday, states:

© Chamber finally adopted the Order of the 
Day by 365 votes to 114 expressing confidence 
in the Government to ensure a rapid and com- 
plete disarmament of the Germans, to pursue 
the negotiations regarding the reparations so 
as to obtain financial facilities which were in- 
dispensable for the economic reconstruction of 
France, and to apply in case of failure the 
necessary penalties. 


DISARMAMENT IN GERMANY.

The Imperial Commissioner for Disarmament re- 
ports that the number of arms surrendered, 
seized, or purchased during January was 18 
pieces of ordnance, 158 machine guns, 9,413 
rifles, 258 revolvers and pistols, and 2,389 hand- 
grenades.

THREE PERSONS 
ACQUITTED. 


JUDGMENT WITHHELD IN 
FIVE CASES. 


The trial concluded in Cork Military Barracks 
yesterday of the eight men belonging to 
Dripsey, County Cork, who are charged with 
levying war against the King by attacking a 
detachment of His Majesty’s Forces and pre- 
paring an ambush for them. 

_ Three of the prisoners were acquitted, and, 
in the cases of the remainder, judgment was 
reserved, 

The accused were:—Thomas O’Brien, Patrick 
Mahony, Timothy McCarthy, John Lyons, 
Jeremiah Callaghan, Daniel Callaghan, Eugene 
Langtry, and Denis Sheehan. 

The evidence for the defence closed on Wed- 
nesday evening, when Langtry and Sheehan 
swore that they were loyal men, and had 
nothing to do with the ambush. Jeremiah Cal- 
laghan swore that he got in the line of fire, 
but he denied all knowledge of the attack on 
the soldiers. 

At the sitting of the Court yesterday, Mr. J. 
F. Burke, Barrister-at-Law, who represented 
five of the prisoners, applied for an adjourn- 
ment in order to afford him an opportunity of 
more carefully preparing his address to the 
Court. 

The Court refused the application, and, the 
pri-oners having been again brought into court 
under heavy escort, the proceedings were con- 
tinued, 

Mr. Burke reviewed the evidence in each case 
at length. 

The Court closed to consider its findi g, and 
re-opened after twenty minutes. The President 
announced that Jeremiah Callaghan, Eugene 
Langtry, and Denis Sheehan were found not 
guiltv of both charges.

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THE SHOOTING OF 
FREDERICK NEWSOM.

MILITARY FUNERAL FOR THE 
VICTIM. 

A military inquiry was held in Enniscorthy yes- 
terday evening into the circumstances attending 
the death of Frederick J. Newsom, aged 21, an 
éx-soldier, who was fired at in Slaney street 
on Tuesday night, and died on Wednesday 
morning in the local infirmary. 

The first witness stated that, as the deceased 
man and himeelf were returning to the town 
from a walk, two men stepped out in front of 
them at a bend in the end of Slaney street. 
The man on the outside immediately fired a shot 
with what witness believed was a _ revolver. 
The shot struck the deceased man, knocking 
him down. The second man said: “ Put another 
in him.’’’ The man who had fired pulled the 
trigger again, but it snapped, and did not go off. 
Then he did something with the revolver, and 
fired a second shot at Newsom as he lay on 
the ground. The men did not shoot at the wit- 
ness, and were not masked. The man who fired 
was shaded from the light of the lamp at the 
corner. After the firing, the two men walked 
coolly away up Slaney street, as if nothing had 
happened. Newsom got up; and kept shouting: 
“ Murder ” and Help,” and staggered after 
ihe witness towards the police barracks. The 
witness met two men, and asked them to go 
| for a doctor and a priest. They refused, saying: 
| “ Mind him yourself.’ The men were strangers 

Newsom staggered as far as the Abbey square, 

where he fell, and was afterwards|taken to the 

police barrack. The witnees added that New- 
som was an ex-soldier, and was unpopular with 
those in sympathy with Sinn Fein, cost he 
i was friendly with soldiers. The witness was 
| aware that four shots were fired at Newsom on 
the Market square last December. 

The ete evidence went to show that New- 
som was wounded in the stomach and right hip, 
in the direction of the liver. Death was due to 
internal hemorrhage and shock. 

The last witness stated that either a revolver 
or an automatic pistol bullet fell apparently 
from Newsom’s clothes in the police barrack. 

The court closed, and the verdict was reserved. 

The interment of Newsom will take place in 
Enniscorthy on Friday. Full military honours 
will be accorded. The military authority has 
given notice that, as a mark of respect to the 
memory of the deceased man, all places of busi- 
ness and induetrial concerns are to close from 
one to three o’clock in the afternoon on Friday.

In a field about 
200 yarus from the house he found concealed 
under a temporary bridge a bor containing 39 
rounds or revolver ammunition, 22 rounds of 
ball cartridges, and nine rounds of sporting 
cartridges, and also a Volunteer subscription 
book. Two of the rounds of revolver ammunition 
had the tops cut off and the noses flattened out. 
He also found in the box a book authorising 
Patrick Giles to collect for the Irish Volunteer 
Fund. The accused, whom he identified, wes 
not present at the time that the box was found 
being then detained in the house. The witness 
afterwards showed the articles to the accused 
who said that he knew nothing about the am- 
munition, but that the Volunteer subscription 
book might be his. 

To the Prosecutor—There were two brothers 
of the accused in the house at the time. 

The accused asked if the witness was sure 
that the ammunition as well as the book had 
been shown to him. 

The witness replied that the hook was shown 
to the accused in his presence by another wit- 
ness, but he was. not sure himself that the 
ammunition wes shown to him. 

The next witness said that he saw the pre- 
vious witness finding the box containing the 
ammunition and collecting book in a field the 
property of Laurence Giles. He identified the 
accused as Patrick Giles. 

A third witness, who said that he was a 
member of the search party, stated that he saw 
a box containing ammunition and a Volunteer 
collecting Gard being taken from under a bridge 
in the field of Laurence Giles. The name Patrick 
Giles was on the collecting card, and the ac. 
cused, whom he identified, told him, in answer 
to his questions, thet the card was his, and that 
the names on it were in his handwriting, The 
accused also admitted that he was a Volunteer. 
Witness later arrested the accused. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. and 
the accused did not make any statement.

MR. BROMLEY’S REPLY. 

Interviewed, last night, Mr. Bromley gave the 
following reply to the Prime Minister's letter “— 
“Tf, as he says, the Premier is having 'n- 
quiries made in Ireland, that, at least, Is a 
step in the right direction. But, of course, 
does not satisfactorily answer our desires, and 
I know that it will not be completely acceptable 
to my Executive Committee. We shall want 
something more definite than that. 1 have not 
soak the official reply, which will be in the 
hands of my Executive, which is sitting at our 
headquarters at Leeds, to make final prepara- 
tions for the strike. As Í read it in the Fress, 
the Prime Minister is taking the preliminary 
step towards an inquiry, and trying to ascertain 
the facts. I can quite appreciate the Prime 
Minister’s saying that he cannot allow the 
threat of a national strike to influence the 
action of the Government on a matter of the 
administration of the law. What we are asking 
is that the common law of this country shall 
be properly administered, and adequate guaran- 
tees given that our men in Ireland shal! not be 
ill-treated and rhurdered when following their 
duty in a peacefyl way. There is one thin 
about it that occurs to me in convection with 
this matter. Seeing that the Premier is only 
just making inquiries, and is apparently not 
already in possession of the facts, there does 
not seem to have been any great intention on 
the part of the authorities in Ireland to allow 
the ordinary law of the land to take its course. 


“IN DEADLY EARNEST.” 


Owing largely to the suddenness with which 
the ultimatum to the Government on the qués- 
tion of Irish shootings was launched by the 
Executive of the Associated Society of Loco- 
motive Engineers and Firemen, says a Press 
Association telegram, there has been a disposi- 
tion among the public not to take seriously the 
threat to call a national strike of railway 
drivers and firemen unless the Government 
order an inquiry, and guarantee the safety 
of [Irish railwaymen. Mr. John Bromiley, 
Secretary of the Society, asserts, however, 
that the Executive of his union are 
“in deadly earnest,” and he said yesterday thet 
the public would find that they were determined 
to fight out the issue “ to the bitter end” if the 
Government refused an inquiry, and did not 
give satisfactory guarantees.
